1929 •,legislature. Act ....o. 114, amends 
Section 3765 of Crawford and Moses 
Digest, governing the conduct of elec- 
tiona, by eliminating the provision 
that' the voter must sign his ballot. 


The amended statute eliminates the 


fallowing sentence: 
.."Each ballot shall be signed by the 
voter at the bottom thereof at a place 
which shall bo provided for his sig- 
nature; and if the voter is.unable to 
'subscribe.his name, the same, shall be 
'signed by one of the judges and al- 
.tested by all of said judges." 
; This act became effective January 1, 
;1930, hence' will be applied the first 
'.time, in the primary this year. 


Act ....o. 116 of 1929 regulates the se- 


lection, of election judges and clerks 
and proxides that if the Counly Cen- 
tral Committee cannot agree unani- 
mously on.election officials, the mir 
nojity may name one judge and one 
clerk,, leaving the majority to name 
two IfStrgc^ tihd one:-clerk. • If there is 
disagreement among the minority, the 
judge and clerk may be elected by a 
majority vote of the minority fiction,. 


The same statute makes the chair- 


man and secretary and 
members of 


Counly Central Committees "officers" 
under the law designating persons 
against whom circuit judges may issue 
mandamus orders. Circuit judges are 
specifically authorized to issue writs 
of mandamus to require members of 
County Central Committees to com- 
ply with the section authorizing a 
minority faction to name an election 
judge and clerk. 


Procedure relating to counting of 


ballots has not been changed, the law 
required that counting begin immedi- 
ately after the polls close and con- 
tinue until completed, and that the re- 
sults then be posted in a conspicuous 
place at the voting precinct.
